It is thought by many that this is 
only the beginning. There is no pos­ 
sible hope of getting a channel cut 
through the jam of logs and ice, as 
the river gorge is now twenty-three 
feet high and four and one-half miles 
long. 
All the farming country five 
miles south of the town of Wheaton is 
under water and the loss to farmers is 
enormous. Many have barely escaped 
with their lives. In some places houses 
and barns have been carried away. 
Much live stock is lost. 
A report that another gorge is form­ 
ing at Little Falls, thirty miles above 
here, has been brought in, and in­ 
creases the alarm, as in case of its 
breaking suddenly the whole 
city 
would be swept away. 
Reports of a very serious nature 
come from down the river. The country 
everywhere is flooded. An ice gorge is 
forming just below the falls. It is the 
opinion of well-posted river men th at 
this will be the saving of the city; that 
It will scatter the water on the low­ 
lands above the falls and give the 
water below the falls a chance to re­ 
cede. 
Bridge Superintendent Callaghan of 
the Central road was instructed to 
blast out the gorge at the east, but 
he would not undertake the task. He 
said that all the dynamite manufac­ 
tured could not budge it, and it seems 
all that can he done is to sit and watch 
the approach of the flood. At Flam­ 
beau farm the river ran over the hanks, 
destroying 300 head of live stock and 
ruining a dozen farms an^ buildings. 
It is feared that the course of the river 
will be changed, throwing it directly 
on the town and completely inundating 
it. In that event heavy loss of prop­ 
erty and life cannot be averted. The 
only thing which keeps the flood back 
is the ice gorge. When that gives 
away something awful will happen. 
All hope of breaking the gorge, and 
thus allowing the pent-up waters to 
subside, has been abandoned. All ef­ 
forts are directed toward removing 
household goods and merchandise j>ut 
of the reach of the flood.

He is a man over 6 feet in I 
strong and muscular. Although r . 
years old, the king has lest Ii Ie rf i 
physical vigor and tho capac ity for . 
five work and study which have char..e 
terized him all throe h life. 
He takes great iuteust in all th? cl ti1 
I flairs of the lives of his subj« cts a: i i 
fond of going about incognito br?5: r 
the city of Stockholm and in the conn 
try districts. It is rather hard, however 
for his majesty to go about and not b 
recognized on account of his huge form 
and of the fact that his face is familiar 
to all of his subjects. 
It is considered 
etiquette, however, when the king would 
play Haroun-al-Raschid, to pretend not 
to know’ who he is, arid many a conver­ 
sation has Oscar had with a subject in 
public resorts in the capital or by a 
country roadside when the subject knew 
all the time to whom he was talking 
and the king never suspected his knowl­ 
edge. 
Oscar II is not disposed to put on 
many of the pomps and vanities of roy­ 
alty. 
He cannot forget that his grand­ 
father was a private in the French ma­ 
rines and that his paternal ancestry is 
plebeian. In 1888, however,the king had 
to draw tho line and remind his family 
that never mind about grandpa; at pres­ 
ent they were a royal family, with two 
kingdoms to rule over, to say nothing 
of the nebulous Goths aud Vandals wait­ 
ing them in Valhalla. 
The king's second son, named for him, 
Otcar, fell iu love with a Miss Ebba 
Monk, the daughter of a private gentle­ 
man of Fulkila. 
Tho king said that if 
Oscar married Miss Munk he would have 
to give up his claims to the throne. Os­ 
car, junior, said: “ Keep your old throne. 
What are thrones to my Ebba?" 
Mr. 
Munk said he guessed his ancestral line 
was as long as that of the Bernadettes. 
Miss Munk was liked by tile royal fam­ 
ily and had been quite a belle in Stock­ 
holm, but silo w’as not royal. 
The king was rather disposed to en­ 
noble the whole Munk family aud let 
young Oscar keep his place in the suc­ 
cession to the throne, but the wise min­ 
isters said it w’ould not do. 
So young 
Oscar gave up all rights to the succes­ 
sion, aud he and his wife have lived 
happily ever since on the best of terms 
with the rest of tho family. 
King Oscar among all his titles ie 
proudest of that of doctor of philosophy. 
This degree was conferred upon him by 
the University of Erlangen. 
Tho king 
of Sweden aud Norway is especially 
well adapted to bo an arbiter in a dis­ 
pute between the United Kingdom aud 
the United States from the fact that, 
though a monarch, he is not closely al­ 
lied to the reigning houses of Europe. 
His father was son of Bernadotte, and 
his mother was a daughter of Prince Eu­ 
gene, the son of tho beautiful West In­ 
dian creole who share I the throne of 
great Napoleon. 
Kiug Oscar’s wife, 
Queen Sophia, is the daughter of tho 
late Duke William of Nassau. 
Of all 
the crowns which Napoleon showered 
upon his brothers and his marshals tho 
one worn by King Oscar alone remains. 
Bernadotte saved himself by forsaking 
Napoleon in his hour of greatest need. 
The present reigning house of Sweden 
and Norway is called the house of Ponte 
Corro, because after Bernadotte, the pri­ 
vate of marines, had fought his way up 
to be marshal of France Napoleon made 
him Prince of Ponte Corro. The royal 
houses which reigned in Sweden and 
Norway before Bernadotte came on the 
scene had origin in the dim twilight of 
the ages. 
Tile house of Ponte Corro is 18 years 
old. It was in 1818 that the first of the 
line became king. 
Marshal Bernadotte 
was succeeded by his only son, Oscar 
I, who died in 1859 aud was succeeded 
by his son Charles, who died in 1870, to 
be succeeded by his brother, the present 
king. 
Oscar II has four sons—Gustaf, 
the crown prince, who is married to a 
daughter of the Grand Duke of Baden; 
Oscar, who married Miss Munk, and 
Carl and Eugene, who are unmarried 
Oscar, who married Miss Munk, calls 
himself now Prince Bernadotte. 
The royal family of Sweden has a 
civil list of $584,790. Of this they get 
$306,700 from Sweden. $184,745 from 
Norway aud the rest from 
which was voted iii perpetuit 
dotte and his heirs when the marshal 
accepted the crown. When it is consid­ 
ered that all the royal family, now con­ 
sisting of 11 per.>ous, have to bo sup­ 
port! ti out of it and keep up a style be­ 
coming royalty, ibis is not a large sum. 
On an average they get over $53,000 a 
year out of it, however, which is more 
than the pay of tho president of the 
United States.—New York Press.
